INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers 
of wholesale trading in textiles in August with com- 
parative figures for earlier periods, the index numbers 
relating to (1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade 
and (8) the total for Great Britain, based on average 
monthly sales in 1937 = 100. The figures, which are 
compiled by the Wholesale Textile Association in col- 
laboration with the Bank of England, do not include 
the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large centres 
of distribution are contributors. The particulars relate 
to all classes of textile goods, including wearing ap- 
parel for men, women and children, as well as furnish- 
ings, and the sample is believed to be representative of 
the trade as a whole. In view of the appreciable rise 
in price which has occurred for a number of textile 
goods since the outbreak of war, the figures should not 
be taken as representing the volume of goods sold.

The official rates for the currencies shown in the above tle remained unchanged in September except in the case 
of Swiss francs, the rate for which was altered from 17-70 to 17°65 to the £ on the 27th. The New York free market 
rate fluctuated between 4-03 to the £, the official rate, and 4-05, closing the month at 4-045. Canadian funds in New 
York were at a discount of 12} per cent. on 5 September, 1-: 4, per cent. on the 12th, 163 per cent. on the 19th, and 
14} per cent. on the 26th. 

The Shanghai dollar was quoted at 344d. on 2 and 3 September, but fell to 34d. on the 4th, and varied between 
that level and 38d. for the rest of the month, closing at 344d. On balance sterling gained about 34 per cent. during 
the month. The Japanese yen remained unchanged at 144d. throughout September.

ORDERS FOR THE LIMITATION OF 
HOME TRADE 


To simplify the procedure for replacement by re- 
tailers of their stocks which have been damaged or 
destroyed through enemy action, the Board of Trade 
have issued new General Licences under both the 
Piece-Goods and Made-Up Goods (Cotton, Rayon and 
Linen) Order, 1940,* and the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) Order, 1940,+ authorising any regis- 
tered person and any manufacturer of controlled piece- 
goods to supply additional quantities of controlled 
goods (other than linen goods) to any unregistered 
person who serves on him a Declaration in the form 
set out in the Schedule to the relevant licence. Full 
particulars of the licence (which impose certain obli- 
gations on the suppliers) and of the form of the 
Declarations which have to be served in duplicate may 
be obtained from Chambers of Commerce and the 
various Trade Associations. , 


PAPER CONTROL 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Paper (No. 24) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1709, 
price 1d.), which came into force on 30 September 
1940. This Order, which takes the place of the Con- 
trol of Paper (No. 23) Order, 1940 (see the ‘* Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 12 September 1940, page 178), 
re-enacts the provisions of that Order. It permits an 
increase of £10 per ton in the maximum prices for 
cylinder-dried coated papers containing esparto set

CANADA 
EXPORT TRADE IN JUNE 


(From H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner) 


Preliminary figures released by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics reveal that Canada’s domestic exports—exclud- 
ing gold--were valued in July at 100,782,000 dollars, an

advance of approximately 33 per cent. over the correspond. 
ing month of last year. Exports to Empire countries jn. 
creased to 55,254,000 dols. from 39,552,000 dols. in July 
1939, while the sales to foreign countries advanced io 
45,528,000 dols. from 36,201,000 dols. in July 1939. Thus 
Empire countries took almost 55 per cent. of Canada’s 
exports in July of this year, against 52 per cent. in the 
same month last year. 


The United Kingdom was responsible for purchases of 
Canadian goods to the extent of 41,637,000 dols., as against 
31,365,000 dols. in July 1939. Exports to the United States 
were valued at 41,701,000 dols., as compared with 26,897,000 
dols. in July 1939. Thus between them the United King. 
dom and the United States purchased goods from Canada 
totalling 83,338,000 dols., representing 83 per cent. of the 
Dominion’s export trade in July 1940. 


Exports to other Empire countries showed increases in 
most cases; the most notable were the Union of South 
Africa with 5,785,000 dols., the British West Indies with 
1,402,000 dols., and Newfoundland, whose purchases were 
valued at 1,368,000 dols. Declines were shown in exports 
to British India and New Zealand. 


The increased purchases of the United Kingdom were 
mainly on account of grain, 7,268,000 dols.; wheat, 
7,213,000 dols.; meats, 4,151,000 dols.; cheese, 2,628,000 
dols.; eggs, 327,000 dols.; cotton goods, 500,300 dols.; 
planks and boards, 4,164,000 dols. ; wood pulp, 868,000 dols. ; 
pigs, ingots, etc., 1,511,000 dols.; rolling mill products, 
596,000 dols.; and automobiles and parts, 957,000 dols. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN JULY 


Industrial activity showed another substantial increase 
during July and, generally speaking, reached the highest 
level on record. The index of manufacturing employment 
rose by 24 per cent. and industrial production by about the 
same proportion. Carloadings, it is true, declined slightly, 
but here the principal reason is to be found in reduced 
traffic in wheat consequent upon the storage problem: 
indeed, if wheat loadings be excluded, carloadings record 
a further gain of about 1 per cent. 


The expansion was concentrated in the ‘“‘ heavy ’’ indus- 
tries, namely, iron and steel, machinery, shipbuilding, 
automobiles, and electrical apparatus. Further expansion 
also occurred in the pulp and paper and lumber industries, 
and in such lighter lines as textiles and manufactured food 
products. Electric power output increased and the con- 
struction trades were busier, though contract awards in the 
month of July fell off considerably from the high June level.

Export TRADE IN JUNE 


Compared with June 1939, the value of raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured rose appreciably by 
Rs. 3,359,282 to Rs. 9,730,861, and food, drink and tobacco 
increased by Rs. 3, 074, 202 to Rs. 24, 806, ,432. The value of 
manufactures, on ‘the other hand, dropped by Rs. 39,395 
to Rs. 70,614 between the same period. The chief increases 
were: —Rubber, Rs. 3,909,387; tea, Rs. 3,739,782; and 
plumbago, Rs. 193,953. As regards decreases, the principal 
items were :—Coconut oil, Rs. 539,493; desiccated coconut, 
Rs, 331,871; coconut poonac, Rs. 152 466; coconut shell 
charcoal, Rs. 65,691; coir mattress fibre, Rs. 52,249; and 
coir yarn, Rs. 41,653.

BRITISH EMPIRE 
AUSTRALIA 
PREFERENCE ON COLONIAL WHALE OIL 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Government that 
a Proclamation has been published extending the benefit of 
the British Preferential Tariff to whale oil covered by 
items 228(C) (Free) and 228(D) (6d. per gallon, subject to 
exchange deduction) of the Australian Tariff, when the 
produce of certain British non-self-governing Colonies, 
British Protectorates and certain territories governed 
under British mandate. These Preferences are effective 
from 19 September 1940. 


CUSTOMS (PROHIBITED IMPORTS) 
REGULATIONS 


With reference to the Notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 15 February (pages 
180-183), the Board of Trade have received a copy of 
Statutory Rules, 1940, No. 146, dated 24 July, which pro- 
vides for the amendment of the Second Schedule to the 
Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regulations by the addition 
of the following item :— 

5A. Cattle hides (including yearling and calf skins). 


The importation of these goods into Australia is, there- 
fore, prohibited except with the consent of the Minister for 
Trade and Customs.

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa reports by 
telegraph that Memorandum W.M.30 of 5 September, issued 
by the Dominion Department of National Revenue, states 
that, in accordance with an Act to amend the Canadian 
Wheat Board Act, 1935, no wheat products shall be im- 
ported into Canada without the permission of the Wheat 
Board, Winnipeg. 

Further, a processing levy of 15 cents a bushel on all 
wheat utilised for the manufacture of wheat flour and 
other wheat products intended for consumption in Canada 
has been instituted, with effect from 24 July. 

It is understood that the Wheat Board will for the time 
being permit the release of consignments of biscuits with- 
out payment of this levy. United Kingdom biscuit manu- 
facturers should, however, inform their Canadian agents 
as soon as practicable of the quantity of flour contained in 
their principal lines, either per pound, case or other con- 
venient unit so as to enable the Wheat Board to be in- 
formed. Should difficulties be experienced in estimating 
the quantity, approximate figures will be sufficient.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
tormed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
Specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


SHort-TerRM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


Crepits To PurRcHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


Pre-SHIPMENT RISKS

by various causes. These are: (a) the insolvency of the 
buyer before shipment is due to take place; (b) the imposi- 
tion of import restrictions in a buyer’s country after an 
order has been placed which, in their effect, render it im- 
possible or impracticable for the buyer to take delivery 
of the goods; (c) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil 
commotion and the like in the buyer’s country.
